Detailed  records  of  bills  rendered  for  water  and  other  charges  and 
of  cash  collections  and  abatements  were  examined  for  the  period  Janu- 
ary 1,  1937  to  June  1,  1938  and  found  to  be  in  agreement  with  the 
records  of  the  City  Auilitor  and  the  City  Treasurer. 

The  'records  of  the  Water  Department  were  iurther  examined  for 
the  period  June  1,  1938  to  June  16,  1938.  Formal  receipts  from  the  City 
Treasurer  were  produced  to  account  lor  cash  turned  in  since  January  1, 
1938  and  the  balance  on  hand  at  June  16,  1938  were  verified  by  actual 
count. 

Temporary  Revenue  Loans $700,000.00 

This  item  represents  the  balance  due  on  loans  in  anticipation  of 
taxes.  Details  of  the  account  are  set  forth  in  Schedule  I.  Loans  issued 
during  the  year  were  supported  by  proper  authorizations  and  verified 
with  the  City  Treasurer's  cash  receipts.  All  payments  during  the  year 
were  accounted  for  by  the  examination  of  cancelled  notes.

Authorized  departmental  appropriation  balances  at  the  close  of  the 
year  are  shown  on  the  Balance  Sheet.

Tailings $4,788.11

Details  relative  to  outstanding  bond  issues  at  December  31,  1937  are 
shown  in  Exhibit  A  —  Schedule  II  which  is  in  agreement  with  the  sub- 
sidiary bond  records  maintained  by  the  City  Treasurer  and  the  City 
Auditor. 

Loans  authorized  and  issued  during  the  year  were  sold  at  a  pre- 
mium of  $14,525.00.  Cash  received  from  the  sale  of  bonds  was  checked 
to  the  Treasurer's  Cash  Book  and  the  records  of  the  City  Auditor. 

Notes  Payable  $37,462.00 

Notes  issued  at  June  1,  1937  in  the  amount  of  $7,500.00  for  Im- 
provements at  Sheridan-Emmett  Park  were  found  to  be  properly  au- 
thorized. The  original  notes  were  produced  for  inspection  by  the  hold- 
ers, the  Trustees  of  Cemetery  Funds.  Other  unmatured  notes  held  by 
the  Trustees  of  Cemetery  Funds  in  the  amount  of  $23,000.00  were 
inspected.  Notes  matured  and  cancelled  during  the  year  and  a  note  in 
the  amount  of  $6,962.00  which  matured  and  was  paid  on  April  1,  1938 
were  produced  for  our  ins[)ection. 

The  Notes  Payable  account  decreased  during  the  year  1937  in  the 
amount  of  $5,500.00.

Ail  pass  books  recording  deposits  ol  cash  in  Savings  Hanks  were  ex- 
amined and  the  balances  at  December  31,  1937  confirmed  directly  to  us 
by  the  depositories.  All  securities  in  the  hands  ol  the  trustees  were 
produced  and  inspected.  The  above  total  oi  cash  and  securities  was 
completely  verified  and  the  details  thereof  are  set  forth  in  the  I'alance 
Sheet,  Exhibit  A  —  Part  IV  and  in  Schedule  \'II. 

Cemetery  Trust  Funds  increased  during  the  year  in  the  amount  of

Library  Trust  Funds $68,378.08 

The  Library  Trust  Funds  consisted  of  cash  on  deposit  in  savings 
banks  and  an  Income  Account  in  the  amount  of  $890.37  which  was  on 
deposit  at  the  Merchants  National  Pjank  and  in  use  as  a  checking 
account  for  the  deposit  and  disbursement  of  income  from  trust  funds. 
The  latter  account  was  examined  and  reconciled  with  the  bank's  state- 
ment as  at  December  31,  1937,  and  the  latter  balance  was  confirmed 
directly  to  us  by  the  depository.  All  savings  bank  pass  books  were  ex- 
amined and  balances  at  the  close  of  the  period  verified  indepemlently 
by  confirmation.

Treasurer,  consist  ol  cash  on  deposit  in  savings  banks.  All  balances 
shown  by  the  pass  books  at  December  3],  1937  were  \eriiied  by  cor- 
respondence with  the  de|H)sil()ries  ami  were  in  agrieinciu  with  the 
records  of  the  C>ity  Auditor.

Cash  Receipts  and  Disbursements 

Analyses  ol  ('ash  Receipts  and  Disburse  uunls,  as  shown  in  Ex- 
hibits D  and  E,  are  in  agreement  with  the  records  of  the  City  Auditor 
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and  have  been  checked  in  detail  with  the  (^ity  Treasurer's  Report  of 
Cash  Received  and  Treasury  Warrants  signed  by  the  C^ity  Auditor  and 
approved  by  the  Finance  C>oniniission.  Treasury  Warrants  were  verified 
by  complete  checking  with  signed  and  approved  payrolls  and  bill  sheets 
submitted  by  the  various  departments  during  the  year,  examination  of 
account  classifications,  and  by  a  test  examination  oi  original  vendors' 
invoices  covering  a  two  month  period.

The  Appropriation  Ledger  containing  the  departmental  budget  ac- 
counts was  checked  in  detail,  totalled,  and  the  aggregate  of  balances 
found  to  be  in  agreement  with  the  controlling  accounts  in  the  (Jeneral 
Ledger.  Cash  receipts  credited  to  appropriations  were  checked  and 
verified.  Departmental  and  municipal  transfers  and  appropriation  bal- 
ances were  also  verified  and  found  to  be  supported  by  proper  authoriza- 
tions. 

Appropriations,  as  shown  in  Exhibit  B,  are  in  agreement  with  reso- 
lutions of  the  Board  of  Mayor  and  Aldermen  and  balances  carried  for- 
ward were  properly  authorized.

Cash  receipts  records  maintained  by  the  various  departments  were 
examined  and  checked  to  the  records  of  the  City  Treasurer  and  the 
City  Auditor.  Cash  balances  on  hand  in  the  several  departments  at 
December  3L  1937  were  verified  by  reconciliation  to  the  date  of  exam- 
ination, inspection  of  City  Treasurer's  receipts  issued  ami  verification  of 
cash  on  hand.

Cily  ClerJ(s  Department 

The  City  Clerk's  Cash  Rook  was  totalled  and  found  in  agreement 
with  the  total  of  cash  turned  over  to  the  City  Treasurer.  Receipts  from 
licenses  and  permits  for  the  year  were  verified  in  detail  from  stubs, 
duplicate  receipts  and  other  supporting  data.  Fees,  etc.  were  checkctl 
with  copies  of  documents  recorded  antl  other  original  records. 

The  Automobile  Permit  I>()ok  was  totalled  for  the  year  and 
checked  with  the  total  cash  turned  over  to  the  Treasurer  and  with 
the  records  of  the  City  Auditor.  A  test  of  the  Auto  Permit  Book  was 
made  by  comparison  with  copies  of  the  original  permits  on  file  at  the 
office  of  the  Commisisoner  of  Motor  Vehicles  at  Concord.  Receipts  from 
the  certification  of  births,  marriages  and  deaths  have  been  recorded  in 
the  City  Clerk's  Cash  Book  and  have  been  deposited  with  the  City 
'I'reasurer.
